The Marquis of Buckingham left town on Tuefday 
for Ireland, and yelterday morning his regiment was to 
leave Chelmsford barracks. ‘The men are to go all the 
way by water, on the canals, and are to embark at Li- 
verpool. 

The Marquis of Hertford left town yefterday morn- 
ing, to join his regiment of the Warwickshire militia, 
having offered their fervices to march for Ireland. 

The idea of fending the militia regiments out of the 
country originated in a fingular circumitance, which we 
have great pleafure in communicating to the public.— 
A privaté in the Marquis of Herttord’s regiment of mi- 
licia, who was beloved by all his corps, was lately advi- 
fed that his father had been barbaroufly murdered by the 
rebels in Ireland for his known attachment to the Go- 
vernment. ‘T'wo or three days after he was made ac- 
quainted with the circumftance, the parade being over, 
tae Major of the regiment found himfelf furrounded by 
his men. _ Defiring an explanation of their withes, they 
told him, that it wa8 the reque(t of the regiment that he 
would write to the Marquis of Hertford praying him 
to offer their fervices to his Majefty, to go and fight the 
rebels im Ireland, and revenge the blood of their mur- 
dered fellow-fubjects. The offer was made by the Mar- 
quis, and accepted with the thanks due to: fo loyal a 
conduét. The fag being known among other regiments 
of militia, they have imitated this generous example, 
and there have been actually more offers made than the 
fervice requires, or can be {pared out of the country, 

We underftand, from very good authority, that it is 
Marquis Cornwallis’s intention, on his arrival in Ireland, 
to change the whole fyftem of military affairs in that 
country, which is found/to' be not fo efficient as it may 
be made to be. Initead of having {mall detachments, 
which are {fread over the country, and in many places 
{carce fufficient for felf-defence, much lefs to make an 
attack, it ishis Lordfhip’s intention to eftablifh three 
or four grand armies, toeach of which will be atrached 
moving columns, which will be fent from place to place 
as the fervice may require; ‘and in cafe of necedlity, 
where the rebels are very ftrong, it will be aflifted b 
the whole army in that particular divifion. This will 
prevent {mall detachments from being cut off ; and will, 
at the fame time, over-awe the rebels. The reinforce- 
ments already arrived, or on their way to Ireland, will

A meeting of the Eleétors of Southwark was held 
yefterday, at the Grove, Camberwell, to celebrate the 
anniverfary of Mr Tierney’s election.

The: difturbances in Ireland had been afcribed to the 
machinations of wicked men, who propagated French 
or Jacobin principles, but he was convinced thefe prin- 
ciples would never have made any progrefs under a good 
Government.—The miferies which Ireland experien- 
ced, ought to be a warning to thofe who fow the feeds 
of the fame evils in this country. The meafures taken 
here were calculated to produce the very fame effect 
which had refulted from fimilar meafures in Ireland.— 
He fhould think meanly of the fpirit of Englithmen, if 
they did not follow the example that was fet them by 
the loyal Lrift.—Men who were loyal in every fenfe of 
the word.—Loyal to that limited Monarchy which the 
Conttitution ackrowledged, and loyal to the belt in- 
terefts of their country and mankind.” =

Yelterday evening, at five o’clock, the Molt Noble 
the Marquis Cornwacuts and fuite arrived from Eng- 
hod in the Loftus packet, under convey of the Europa 
pan of war. His Lordthip landed at the new hotel, 
near the Pigeon-houfe, The carriages of Earl Cam- 
pen having waited at the water-fide for the Noble Mar- 

wis, conveyed him to town, efcorted by a {quadron of 
horfe—arrived at the Cattle about half palt fix—and, im- 
mediately after, his Lordthip was {worn into the impor- 
tant fituation of Chief Governor and Commander in 
Chief of this kingdom, before Earl Campen and the 
Lords of the Privy Council. 

Marquis CoxNWWALLIs was accompanied by Gene- 
ral Ross, Captain Pariss, and another military Gen- 
tleman. -His Lordthip was dreffed in full regimentals, 
and, notwithftanding the many campaigns and arduous 
fervices in which he has been engaged in the weftern 
and eaftern parts of the globe, exhibits a very healthful 
florid appearance. 

The departure of Earl Campen will take place to- 
morrow. 

We are concerned to ftate, that infurgency has _bro- 
ken out to a confiderable extent in the county Cork, 
within 12 miles of that city, near Bandon ; a very fevere 
Mion kas taken place, in which the infurgents fuftained 
very great lofs. 

Accounts are faid to have arrived in town this morn- 
“ing, {tating, that the infurgents camp in the neighbour- 
‘hood of Rofs had been attacked by Gen. Jonnston’s 
army on ‘Tuefday laft, where the rebels fultained a very 
coniiderable lofs, leaving behind their camp equipage, 
ammunition, &&c. 

By letters received yefterday from Rathdrum and 
Arklow, we learn that the great movement of the forces 
again{t the Wexford rebels has begun to take place. 

On Monday evening laft, according to thefe accounts, 
Generals Dunpas and Lorrus Aa Tullow and 
Hackerftown, advanced towards Carnew. A large 
body of feveral thoufand rebels were pofted on the hill 
of Ballykilcavan, which lies near Carnew ; a cannonade 
commenced on the part of the King’s troops, and was 
anfwered by fome picces of cannon poffeffed by the. re- 
bels; the rebels, after fome time began to fall back, 
but night intervening, our army could not make ufe of 
that advantage. At the dawn of Tuefday morning the 
attack was renewed, and in a fhort time the rebels re- 
treated in confufion into the county of Wexford. 

We have had no account of the lofs on the part of 
our troops, but the letters ftate the lofs of the rebels to 
have been very confiderable. 

Of this action at Ballykilcaven no account has been 
received by Government late yefterday evening. Our 
Rathdrum letter gives it on the authority of a “yeoman 
who had arrived there, and related it as a fa&t at which 
he had been prefent. Our Arklow correfpondent re- 
cites it as believed throughout the country. 

Ballykilcaven is about 40 miles from Dublin, 12 from 
Rathdrum, and 25 from Arklow. 

On Tuefilay morning. General Neepuam moved 
forward from Arklow to Gorey, without any oppofition 
from the rebels, who fled from his approach. A few 
firaggling parties of their army were met and put to the 
{word. ‘The General took pofleffion of Gorey. 

The rebels who engaged Gen, Dunpas at Ballykil- 
Cavan, are fuppofed to have been the party who were 
encamped at. Little Limerick, near Gorey, and had 
been led from thence to Ballykilcavan, in order to force 
their way out of the county of Wexford. 

In an action in the town of Profpcrous on Tuefday 
Jaft, the party of rebéls who had feized that town were 
utterly routed. The town is however dettroyed. 

The bridges on the Barrow have been broken down 
to prevent the efcape af the rebels to the we(tward.

_ Mr Biacu was charged with rebellion and treafon, 
in being prefent at and encouraging the rebels at Creevy- 
Rocks, on Sunday evening the 10th inftant ; at Saint 
field and Ballynahinch on Monday the 11th; and‘at 
Mr Price’s Cattle on the Terrace at the Hill on 
Tuefday the 13th. 

The evidence being clofed, Mr Birch addreffed the 
Court in a fhort fpeech, nearly to the following effee ; 

Feeling deeply imprefled with gratitude to the Court 
for the juftice, honour, and candor with which they 
had treated him, he returned them his moft hearty 
thanks. The difficulties he lay ander in procuring 
exculpatory evidence in his prefent fituation, rendered 
his defence lefs. complete than it otherwife would have 
been ; but the evidence already adduced took away the 
credibility of what was fworn againft him. He with 
pleafure threw his honour, his life, and all that could 
be dear to him, on this‘Court. He loved his King; 
he loved his country ; he would ever pray for their 
profperity.—-He was thoroughly convinced he could 
neither be happy nor ufeful in his native land. ‘ Should 
he be permitted, he would willingly go.where General 
Goxpie or other aathority, fhould be pleafed to fend
